There is an evident impression in Paris that the 
lied reply to the ( ierman counter proposals, which pron 
ably will he ready late Saturday night, will refuge the 
(ierman request for important alterations in the terms 
of peace. 
T h e H erm ans will lie given (ive day" iii which I" 
make nj) their m inds as to their course. 
Thus, final ac­ 
tion by them on the treaty m a y lie expected on or about 
June 18th. 
W hile the council of four probably will explain the 
provisions of tile treaty and may grant sonic m inor con­ 
cessions, it appears that there are to he no changes that 
will materially lighten the burden placed on the enemy 
by the treaty. 
According to French sources, the reply to Hie counter 
proposals agrees to a plebiscite in upper Silesia, subject D* 
certain clearly defined conditions. 
Advices from Coblenz tell of the Hermans w ithdraw 
ing all material from territories east of the allied bridge 
heads, and says that armed (ierman forces also have re­ 
tired a considerable distance east of the ground held by 
the allies on the east hank of the Rhine. 
'That there is 
disposition on the part of the German civilian population 
to be prepared for an allied advance into Germany also 
is indicated. 


MENACE OF BOLSHEVISM IS GROWING 


The menace of Bolshevism in central Europe has again assumed propor­ 


tions which cause concern in peace conference circles. 
The success of the 
H ungarian soviet arm y against the Czechoslovaks, the m ilitary reverse suf­ 


fered by the Kolchak forces in southeastern Russia, and the danger of Au« 


tria passing under Bolshevik control, have brought matters to a state where 
there is no disposition in official circles to m inim ize the danger.
